AC GUN POLL SHOWS AMERICANS— 
MORE THAN 4 TO 1—FAVOR 
PRIVATE OWNERSHIP OF FIREARMS 


Preliminary tabulations of the American Cause Citi- 
zens’ Referendum on Gun Control show that Ameri- 
cans are opposed to gun control. 

Of the more than 6,000 members who replied to the 
query, Do you believe that private citizens should con- 
tinue to have the right to keep firearms in order to de- 
fend themselves and their families from violent 
criminal acts?, a resounding 84% said YES. 

On the question, Do you believe that a ban on private 
purchase and ownership of guns would substantially 
lower the rate of violent crime in your community?, 
80% voted NO. 

More than 85% of the respondents said that abolish- 
ing legal private ownership of firearms would NOT ef- 
fectively prevent criminals from obtaining guns for 
their own purposes. 

An overwhelming 96% of those polled believe that 
stiff prison sentences should be mandatory for crim- 
inal repeaters convicted of violent crimes with any 
form of firearm. 

And 79% of those polled said they would NOT vote 
for any candidate for public office who advocated a ban 
on the private ownership of firearms.

Over the past five and one-half years a New York 
City woman, together with her five children and her 
boyfriend, collected $88,268.17 in welfare benefits. In 
1975 alone she got $18,000. 

This lady from Queens clipped the city for $6,183 for 
41 instances of duplicative check frauds, $6,841 for 
housekeeping services, $3,280 for moving expenses, 
and $630 for duplicative rent and many other goodies. 

New York State’s Welfare Inspector General Richard 
Horan reports, ‘‘the offender not only has never been 
referred to the local District Attorney, but also no 
monies fraudulently received in the form of replace- 
ment checks are being recouped.’”’ 

So to find a solution New York City has borrowed 
$6.9 billion from Uncle Sam (that’s you, taxpayer), 
while welfare cheats go unprosecuted.

Recent national poll results (Oct. 1976) show that 
Americans feel a renewed sympathy for military spend- 
ing and are more concerned about Soviet military 
power. 

The survey of more than one thousand Americans, 
released by a Washington-based research company, 
concludes that ‘‘Americans have become significantly 
more sympathetic toward overall military and defense 
spending.”’ 

‘‘The majority of Americans now agree with the 
proposition that the United States should maintain its 
dominant position as the world’s most powerful na- 
tion at all costs, even going to the very brink of war if 
necessary.”’ 

A majority of those queried subscribe to the view 
that the United States should endeavor to be ‘'‘number 
one’’ in world power and influence.

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E UNBALANCED SCALES 


A consumer advocate for the state of lilinois figures the 
U.S. Postal Service is overcharging Chicagoans some $20 mil- 
lion a year. If Chicago is typical, the overcharge for the en- 
tire country could be as high as $500 million. 

The advocate’s investigators mailed three parcels and 
three letters, all carefully weighed on state scales, from each 
of 42 post offices in Chicago. Postal workers calculated the 
postage correctly less than one-third of the time, with the 
money error running 5 percent in favor of the postal service. 
Errors resulted from inaccurate scales, which were off 68 per- 
cent of the time. 

American Cause wonders where are all those efficiencies

SALT I...IN RETROSPECT 


Strange and disturbing rumors continue to slip in and 
out of private conversations in Washington regarding 
the conditions, conduct, and net result of SALT | as it 
affects the future of the United States. 

It is pointed out that the ‘‘T’’ in SALT means Talks. 
It does not mean negotiation. Yet we Americans are 
led to believe that what Dr. Kissinger and his team 
agree to is a totally binding agreement. This is not so. 

The fact is that the Russian ‘‘talkers’’ could not 
‘“‘negotiate’’ even if they so wished. Negotiations on the 
Russian side can only be done by the top men who stay 
in Moscow. They assess everything that has been said 
on both sides before they decide on the political ad- 
vantages to be gained by the Russian government. 

The United States is playing the game according to 
honorable rules. The Russians play only for advantage; 
never mind the rules. We view SALT as a mutually co- 
operative process: in which both sides share common 
objectives for the common benefit of mankind. We do 
not consider the talks to be an instrument of foreign 
policy in a political and strategic competition between 
the two superpowers. 

It is no wonder that the Russians cannot understand 
us. They think we are either a little bit crazy or up to 
some long-range nefarious scheme because of the way 
in which we accommodate their requests. 

The United States approach to SALT | was truly a 
good will demonstration. 

The Soviets, on the other hand, use SALT and de- 
tente as facades behind which lie their bigger chess 
game for world domination. Competitive advantage for 
the USSR is the name of the game. SALT is just one 
more opportunity for political warfare against the 
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ted restricting agreements or treaties to stand in 
their way. 

Paul Nitze, a former dove, in a recen” article cast 
serious doubts on the wisdom of further SALT meet- 
ings. ‘‘There is every prospect,’’ he says, ‘‘that under 
the terms of the SALT agreements the Soviet Union 
will continue to pursue a nuclear superiority that is not 
merely quantitive but designed to produce a theoretical 
war-winning capability....1f, and only if, the United 
States now takes action to redress the impending 
strategic imbalance, can the Soviet Union be per- 
suaded to abandon its quest for superiority and to ac- 
cept the path of meaningful limitations and reductions 
through negotiation.’’

CHILE 


Chile has been much in the news in the Nation's Cap- 
ital lately. It all began as part of the organized attack 
on the CIA. A series of stories in the press implied that 
the CIA played an important part in the overthrow of 
the communist government of Allend2. This was 
denied by our government. 

Next came a series of horror stories cf torture and 
brutality in the treatment of political prisoners. This 
was followed by, we believe, irresponsib:e accusations 
against the new government of Augusto Pinophet. 
Then came the unfortunate bombing in Washington, 
which was immediately blamed on an agent of the new 
government. 

One must understand that all of these accusations 
and negative statements eminate from sources on the 
Left and far-Left. These sources constantly oppase any 
and all efforts by anti-communists. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the coin, we find 
that the new government has cut the rate of inflation 
by 200 percent and that the actual stabilization of eco- 
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non-traditional export figure of $700 million. This 
figure does not include copper and is made up to a 
great extent by things never exported before. All of the 
war debts are being paid on schedule without the new 
government requesting any delay or moritorium. 

So...there has been a healthy increase in foreign ex- 
change, the uncertainties of the copper industry—at- 
tributable to the communist government of Allende— 
have begun to disappear. General confidence is return- 
ing throughout Chile. 

Where a short time ago we had a communist-di- 
rected government that would have extended Moscow's 
and Cuba's influence in Latin America, we now have a 
non-communist government that is friendly to the 
United States and is also restoring the economic condi- 
tions and vitality so badly needed in Chile. 

We hope that ail of our Latin American neighbors 
will watch the progress and realize that the people of a 
free nation are much better off than those who are 
forced to live under communism.
